Dual-meet  victories  over  William  &  Mary  and  Clemson  highlighted  the  1976  track  and  field  season  for  Baptist 
College. 

At  the  mid-season  point  of  the  year  the  Buccaneers  had  won  five  straight  dual  meets  and  run  their  victory 
streak  to  13  in  a  row.  Other  victories  this  season  came  against  Voorhees,  Pembroke  and  The  Citadel. 

The  impressive  victory  over  William  &  Mary  (79-66)  was  keyed  by  the  running  of  Albert  Miller,  who  sat  a 
track  record  and  tied  a  school  mark  with  a  9.5  for  100  yards.  His  winning  time  of  21.2  for  the  220  was  the 
second  fastest  ever  run  by  a  Buccaneer.  William  &  Mary  has  dominated  track  in  the  Southern  Conference  for 
a  number  of  years. 

The  victory  over  Clemson  was  even  more  unexpected.  Running  a  dual  meet  away  from  home  for  the  first  time 
in  three  years  the  Bucs  got  some  strong  showings  in  the  running  events  to  ease  away  from  the  Tigers,  80-70. 
Tom  Reid  sat  Clemson  track  records  of  21.7  in  the  220  and  47.6  in  the  440;  and  freshman  Francis  Mwobobia 
earned  firsts  in  the  steeplechase  and  three  mile  run  to  key  the  win. 

Later  in  the  season  the  Buccaneers  were  to  defend  their  titles  in  the  Furman  Invitational  and  the  MAIA 
District  6  meet;  and  were  to  compete  in  the  State  Collegiate  Meet  at  Clemson,  which  was  resumed  after  a  three 
year  interruption. 

Other  meets  the  Bucs  were  scheduled  to  compete  in  during  1976  were  the  Florida  Relays,  the  Tom  Black 
Classic,  dual  meets  against  East  Tennessee  and  Florida  State  and  the  NAIA  Championships. 

Although  a  number  of  injuries  hampered  the  team,  the  overall  success  of  the  dual  meet  season  brought 
Baptist  College  a  winning  team  for  the  11th  consecutive  season. 

In  addition,  a  number  of  members  of  the  squad  qualified  for  the  nationals,  many  of  them  for  the  fourth  straight 
year. 

Through  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  scoring  was  led  by  Rogers  Ideozu.  The  Nigerian  junior  had  scored  54 
points  in  five  meets  and  at  that  point  Joe  Kraus  was  second  with  40  points,  although  a  broken  leg  put  him  out 
for  the  duration  of  the  season. 

In  addition,  Reid  continued  his  move  toward  the  top  of  the  ladder  in  all-time  points  scored  here.  Reid  had 
319,  54  shy  of  the  school  record,  with  seven  meets  remaining.  Senior  sprinter  Ronald  Jackson  also  moved 
into  the  top  10  with  173  points  in  his  four  years,  and  seemed  a  sure  bet  to  move  higher  before  the  season 
ended.

Students  planning  careers  in  church  related  and  other  Christian  vocations  have  increased  in  number  during 
the  past  three  years.  Over  400  students  at  Baptist  College  have  indicated  their  desire  to  go  into  some  form 
of  Christian  service  as  their  life's  work.  Not  only  do  many  students  plan  careers  as  pastors,  missionaries,  and 
ministers  of  youth,  music  and  education;  but  also,  many  students  plan  to  serve  Christ  through  careers  in 
nursing,  law  enforcement,  business,  teaching,  coaching,  medicine  and  many  others.  The  Ministerial  Alliance 
tries  to  provide  resources  for  inspiration  and  information  related  to  Christian  service.  Floyd  Parker  has  served 
as  president  of  the  Ministerial  Alliance  and  Becky  Drawdy  has  served  as  secretary  during  this  year.  Meetings 
of  the  Ministerial  Alliance  have  been  at  various  times  to  provide  the  opportunity  for  students  to  meet  outstand- 
ing leaders  in  Christian  service,  to  meet  and  dialogue  with  the  president  of  the  college,  to  meet  representatives 
of  the  seminaries  to  which  many  of  the  students  will  go  after  graduation,  and  for  fellowship  and  sharing  among 
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themselves. 

Most  of  the  students  planning  Christian  careers  are  already  engaged  in  church  work  on  a  voluntary,  part-time 
or  full-time  basis.  The  new  program  of  Directed  Work  Experience  through  the  Religion  Department  along  with 
continuing  efforts  to  place  students  in  church  related  work  provides  opportunity  and  supervision  for  many 
students  in  Christian  service. 

Christian  students  on  campus  participate  in  student-led  Bible  studies,  prayer  groups,  action  groups  and 
training  in  Christian  witness.  A  number  of  student-led  organizations  meet  regularly  to  study  methods  of  sharing 
their  faith  with  others  and  planning  systematic  efforts  to  reach  others  with  the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
His  love.

pers; we  are  sophomores'  and  scientists,  nurses  and  airmen,  athletes  and  IBM 
. . .  juniors  and  SGA,  we  are  "Buccaneers". 

In  the  fall  of  1965,  we  were  called  'the  instant  college',  having  sprung  up,  it 
seemed,  overnight  —  after  nearly  ten  years  of  surveys,  committee  reports, 
research,  fund  raising  campaigns  and  convention  excitement. 
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
